CLAWS FOR ALARM 
Dear Editors: 

As cat owners, my wife and I have 
long been interested readers of your maga- 
zine. We have particularly admired your 
sympathetic consideration of your readers’ 
problems in cat care and we would 
greatly appreciate your telling us your 
view on our situation. 

When our daughter was born last year, 
most of our friends and associates advised 
us to get rid of our cats. We disagreed 
with them and allowed our daughter to 
grow up with the cats, as we believed that 
the child and cats would develop a whole- 
some and enriching relationship. At first, 
we seemed to be right, for our baby and 
the cats loved each other and got along 
beautifully. The baby looked forward to 
seeing the cats each day and she used to 
share her toys with them. The cats liked 
to go into the play pen or crib to play 
and sleep with her. There were no ill 
effects on the baby or on the two cats. 


Recently, however, in playing with the 
cats, our daughter was _ accidentally 
scratched several times. As some of these 
scratches were on the baby’s face, my 
wife and I were worried about our child’s 
safety. We were confronted with a di- 
lemma: How could we bring ourselves to 
dispose of our beloved pets? How could 
we live with our consciences if we know- 
ingly exposed our child to potential 
danger ? 

We arrived at what we thought was an 
ideal solution. We would take our two 
cats to the veterinarian and have them 
declawed. Thus, we would be able to en- 
joy the companionship of our cats without 
constant anxiety about the safety of our 
child. We understood the declawing of 
cats was perfectly humane as long as the 
cats were not permitted out of doors. 

However, when we called the vets in 
our area, they all refused to perform the 
declawing operation on the grounds that 
it was “not humane.” We had no choice 
but to turn our two cats over to the 
ASPCA. We considered this a tragic loss. 

Where, I would like to know, is the 
humaneness when the choice is between 
keeping the cats in a good home or hav- 
ing them destroyed? Is it better for the 
cats to lose their claws or their lives? 
The policy of the veterinarians is difficult 
to understand.

ELEVENTH LETTER 


Our previous Letters, Madame, have 
unveiled the record of Cats in a manner 
which, I believe, will appear satisfactory 
to those who, like ourselves, recognize 
their merit. But do you think that it may 
make enough of an impression upon the 
persons predisposed against them? We 
have many kinds of adversaries to com- 
bat. There are severe spirits who affect 
an extreme scepticism of history, and who 
will deny without shame the facts which 
we will have advanced on our faith in 
respectable antiquity. Others who have 
been slaves of the prejudices of their 
childhood, accustomed to lacking all re- 
gard for Cats, will be informed, without 
being affected, of their past glory. There 
is but one method to employ, Madame; 
it is to examine the cat species at it is 
today, set apart and considered in itself. 
You have given me a good many insights 
in this regard, of which it is time to make 
use. Let us transport ourselves first into 
a region above that of the terrestrial 
Animals; it is there that we will find 
Cats enjoying an ease and an abundance 
for which they are not beholden to men. 
Will we not then be able to recognize 
that it is purely through courtesy that 
Cats will have anything at all to do with 
us? Free in the choice of their abode, 
they inhabit, according to the taste of 
their ambition or their philosophy, the 
porticos of the Monarch or the Citizen’s 
simple roof. It costs them neither com- 
plaisance nor the effort to please to ob- 
tain access there; their agility and their 
suppleness open, so to speak, a road for 
them in the breezes; it is thus that, in 
the upper regions of all Cities, Cats 
populate a City of their own: it is there 
that they form a species of Republic 
which persists and flourishes through its 
own energies. The tops of houses are oc- 
cupied only by Animals who seem to be 
created and to reproduce themselves 
solely for their own survival; without any 
human assistance, there is never a Cat 
who, allowing for the time he devotes to 
idleness or to his amours, does not find 
in abundance everything to render him 
happy. And with what thrift do they not 
enjoy their well-being? They enoble life’s 
necessities, adding to them the appearances 
of liberty and of pleasure; they begin by 
putting on an Exhibition with the Mouse, 
who is going to become their prey: it is 
only the increase of necessity which 
finally determines them to sacrifice him. 
Cats, in their agility and their claws, thus 
carry, if I so dare to express myself, both 
their fortune and Fatherland. [1] 


It is from the bosom of so happy an 
independence that they descend to our 
habitations. Eh, under what auspices 
then? With what accomplishments do 
they announce their presence there? The 
most agreeable playfulness, and postures 
so exquisite and varied that their imita- 
tion in former times became the glory of 
the most celebrated Pantomimists; these 
are the talents with which they burgeon, 
and which they bring among us: also are 
there no Masters whom they seek there? 
Born in a happy state, always free to 
remain in it, nothing leads them to servi- 
tude. It is only pure affection for men, 
good manners, affinities of humor, which 
render us so happy as to possess them: a 
hundred times as estimable in this regard 
as the dog species, which a great many 
people have nevertheless not been ashamed 
to raise above them. Dogs only attach 
themselves to us because they would die 
without our assistance. Let us examine 
them well; abased by the lowness of their 
state, there is no sort of injury, of ill- 
treatment, which they do not endure. 
What a difference! In the most perfect 
Dog one finds only a faithful slave; in 
one’s Cat one possesses an amusing friend, 
whose attachment is purely voluntary, all 
of whose moments given to you are so 
many sacrifices of the freedom and that 
agility which restrict neither his domain 
nor his inclinations. [2] 








Moncrif’s Les Chats, published in Paris in 
1727 is the prototype of all cat books. It is 
composed in the form of eleven letters with 
the very modern purpose of overcoming by 
logical argument the prejudice against cats. 
Using both classical allusions and accurate 
everyday observation, Moncrif presents the 
feline we know in a time and place only 
slightly different from our own. Mr. Bret- 
nor’s complete translation is soon to be 
published in book form. It is a scholarly 
work which transmits the author’s style and 
feeling along with his thoughts. 

We are happy to present in this and the 
following issue of Cats the final chapter in 
this first great book on cats. 








Sut it is still necessary to consider them 
for far superior qualities. If one may 
analyze their sentiments at all, and if I 
dare so to express myself, what exalta- 
tion may one not discover there? Nothing 
astounds them; nothing deceives them. 
Whatever moves becomes the object of 
their sport. They believe that nature 
works only for their amusement. They 
can imagine no other cause of movement; 
and when by our provocations we excite 
their playful attitudes, does it not seem 
that they perceive in us only Pantomim- 
ists, all of whose actions are quite as 
clownish? So, one way and another we 
present the comedy; and we amuse, while 
we believe that we only are amused. 

This gaiety so natural to the Cats re- 
minds me of what we read of those Kings 
of Turkestan [3] who never showed them- 
selves either to their subjects or their 
enemies without the appearance of that 
joy which flows from the depths of the 
soul, and who, regarding this as the fore- 
most of all blessings, took before all 
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Engraving of Parisian cat’s tomb of eighteenth 
century from Moncrif’s book. 


other titles that of the Prince who is 
never sad. 
If a Cat tires of the tumult of the 


Cities, the fields present him with a new 
homeland, where nature appears to have 
foreseen all his needs. Eh! what has she 
not done for him? Is there an animal more 
happily constituted? One never perceives 
any deterioration in his health; exempt 
from all anxiety, one never sees him con- 
cerning himself with the cares of the 
morrow. What an advantage over the 
other Animals! Foresight, entirely esti- 
mable as she quite rightly appears to us, 
is no less the daughter of fear; she is one 
of those virtues which imply the dis- 
tressed state of whoever possesses them. 
A Dog surrounded by all which his 
voracity renders most precious to him 
does not enjoy that tranquility which 
constitutes true happiness; at the very 
instant of his satisfaction, he senses his 
approaching want; distrustfully he hides 
a portion of his riches. The Cat, master 
of his situation, in the midst of abundance 
tastes the pure pleasure of tranquility; 
his ingenuity and his moderation give him 
completely certain guarantees of an agree- 
able future. 

We cannot say to their reproach, as we 
may do with justice to the Dogs, that 
their association constrains us and costs 
us much care; Philosophers in their 
choice of habitation, there is no part of a 
house which does not appear an agreeable 
retreat to them. Mealtimes are a matter 
of indifference to them; in the intervals 
one does not fear that, driven by thirst, 
madness should turn them into the terror 
and destruction of the family which has 


raised them in its arms; they bring there

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FIFTY FELINES

We live with fifty cats and love it. It 
began ten years ago when a mother cat 
we had been feeding decided to bring her 
kittens and come live at our house. We 
were delighted. They brought such joy 
and cheer it never occurred to us to part 
with any of them. So one thing led to an- 
other. A tiny abandoned kitten arrived 
out of nowhere. As we already had a 
half-dozen felines, it didn’t seem as if one 
teeny kit more would be any extra trouble. 
And it wasn’t. Thus it went. There was 
always room for one more. 

As time went by we developed quite a 
cat population comprised of strays, aban- 
doned cats, and cats that for some reason 
or other no wanted. We have had 
very few born on our premises, and those 
only when a cat arrived already expect- 
ing kittens. (Our girl cats, and most of 
the tommies, too, were taken to the vet- 
erinarian for alterations. ) 

Probably we could have found homes 
for some of them. But we didn’t try. For 
after each one had been here a few days 
he had become adjusted, and considered 
this his home. He was part of the family. 
And as we had remarked in the beginning, 
“One more was no trouble.” Of course, 
we had to make certain concessions and 
provide accommodations 


one 


for our four- 
footed friends. But it is amazing how 
easily those details can be worked out, 
when one really wants to solve them. 


Naturally there is work and effort in- 
volved. But when one gets the hang of 
the thing, there is very little more work 
caring for fifty than for five, we found. 
In return, we received companionship, af- 
fection and entertainment. We don’t sug- 
gest that everyone should have half-a- 
hundred cats. We do say it isn’t nearly the 
project a person might imagine it to be. 
Now and then someone will assert, “Oh, 
I couldn’t possibly have another cat. My 
old Thomas—or Abigail—simply wouldn't 
allow it.” are condi- 
tioned to new arrivals. Our family cats 
never bat an eyelash at the advent of a 
newcomer. They merely accept it and 
scarcely seem to notice. The new cats do 
vary in their reactions. Some join the 
crowd immediately. Others like to sit in 
some isolated spot where they can watch 
what goes on for a day or so, before they 
decide to enter into the spirit of things. 
We never rush them, we let them take 
their own sweet time about it. And they 
get along fine. But we don’t ever put a 
new cat with the others until it wants to 
be with them. We have had little ‘hous- 
ing units’ made so that the little strangers 
can remain aloof as long as they desire. 
Generally after New Puss observes his 
new surroundings awhile, he joins the 
Feline Family Circle like a veteran. 
During the last few years it has reached 
the point where people we have never 
heard of will phone and ask us to take

some cat that is to be sent to the city 
pound, or is destined for some sad fate. 
We never refuse. Our recompense is to 
watch a desperate, pathetic stray change 
into a pretty, a cute, or even a beautiful 
cat. A few good meals and the most 
scraggly kit becomes attractive. But most 
rewarding is the personality development, 
and the change of expression to confidence 
and serenity. 

Most of our pets are Domestic Short- 
hairs—or just plain “alley.” Naturally! 
But there are Longhair types. Several 
Manx. And two Siamese. 

We never cease to marvel that each one 
knows his name. We have tested this re- 
peatedly. One of us will go upstairs and 
call a certain cat. And that one called is 
the only one that will respond. We've 
tried it with different cats, different names 
and methods. And it never fails. 

Despite the number of them—and some- 
how it doesn’t seem large to us at all 
we love each one as if it were the only 
one we have. Each one is individual, no 
two are alike. When one passes from this 
Vale of Tears, as is bound to happen 
sometimes, we miss it as though we had 
no others. 

The idea that cats are so independent 
they are’nt affectionate is a misconception 
we'll never understand. If they are loved 
and respected they respond with all the 
affection anyone could desire. (As I write 
this there are two in my lap, one little 
fellow on my shoulder, and two more on 
the desk!) 

Another misguided theory is that old 
Nine Lives Myth. If a cat becomes ill,

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by

Have you examined the ears of your 
cat lately? Well, you should because 
ears need frequent attention so that you 
can see if they are in need of a cleaning 
or if there is any trouble developing. Keep 
in mind that a cat does not have any 
means of cleaning out its ears, and you 
will be doing it a big favor in helping it 
keep them clean. I will point out to you 
some of the causes of ear troubles and 
will suggest simple treatments to follow. 
Of course, serious diseases of the ear can 
only be treated successfully by a com- 
petent veterinarian. It is a very good 
policy to take your cat to one for a 
check-up at least twice a year. In this 
way you may be able to ward off many 
diseases that would otherwise go un- 
detected. 

One of the most prevalent conditions 
that can bring discomfort to your cat is, 
otacariasis. This is caused by the ear 
mite known as Otodectes cynotis. Almost 
all cats are affected by this condition at 
one time or another. These mites live in 
the canal of the ear and pierce the tender 
membranous lining of the ear to get at the 
lymph upon which they thrive. Every time 
one of these mites takes a bite, it brings 
pain to the cat. You will notice your cat 
shaking its head violently as if trying to 
dislodge something or it will try to rub 
its ears with its paw, and in more se- 
vere cases of infestation it will resort to 
the use of its claws in an attempt to dig 
them out. Should you observe these condi- 
tions it is a sign that you have neglected 
regular ear care, and you must immedi- 
ately take action. The wisest thing is to 
consult a competent veterinarian and let 
him attend to the ears of the cat. How- 
ever, there are several things you can do 
on your own if you are capable of per- 
forming the treatment without adding to 
the discomfort of the cat. If you are not 
experienced there is a possibility that you 
may do more harm than good, but you 
must learn sometime and there is no bet- 
ter time to begin than right now. 

Take a look at the inside of the ears to 
see if they are dirty, for dirt is a harbin- 
ger of disease, mites and bacteria. Take 
some soft cotton or make use of Q-Tips. 
These are efficient cotton swabs on the 
ends of small sticks and can be purchased 
in any drugstore. They will enable you 
to get down into the ear canal more 
readily. Use them only once and keep 
changing to fresh ones after each usage 
until all the dirt has been removed. As an 
aid to the cleaning you may use some 
warmed baby oil, this does not mean you 
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THE EARS OF YOUR CAT 


are to have it boiling hot, just lukewarm. 
Dip the swab in the oil and then insert 
it in the ear. 

If the dirt is a dark-brownish waxy 
material this is a strong indication that 
ear mites are present. Should you be 
fortunate enough to have an Otoscope— 
an instrument with a magnifying glass 
and an electric light which is especially 
made for the examination of ears—you 
could very easily see the mites which are 
a whitish color, moving about the darker 
waxy substance. If you have never looked 
through one of these instruments ask your 
veterinarian to let you do so. I am sure 
you will be in for quite a surprise when 
you see these miserable creatures walking 
around inside the ear of your cat. When 
ear mites are found it is imperative that 
they be removed at once for they will 
multiply and come out of the ear on to 
the surrounding fur. In this way they can 
spread to the other ear or from cat to cat 
thereby contaminating every cat in the 
cattery. Keep in mind these parasites are 
not going to drop over dead, you are go- 
ing to have to help them along to an 
early demise. 

There are several ways in which you 
can get rid of the ear mites very easily 
while there are also some methods which 
will bring harm to your cat. One of the 
safest treatments is by the use of warmed 
baby oil. Take some of the warmed oil 
and pour it into the ear or apply it with 
a medicine dropper if you have trouble 
and it runs all over the cat. By flooding 
the canal of the ear you may succeed in 
drowning the mites but, the main purpose 
of the oil is to dissolve the wax making

its removal much easier. This is accom- 
plished by allowing the oil to remain in 
the ear for a few minutes. After this, be- 
gin the cleaning of the ear with the aid 
of the “Q-Tips.” Insert them in the ear 
and use a turning motion to wipe away 
the wax. Be sure to use a fresh one each 
time for when they are withdrawn they 
not only bring out the wax but some of 
the mites and their eggs as well. Yes, the 
mites do lay eggs thereby perpetuating 
themselves, so both must be removed and 
killed. Have a piece of paper handy to 
place the used ones on so that all can be 
gathered up and burned. If you do not, 
you will only be helping to spread the 
mites. You must be careful not to scrape 
the membranes of the ear or puncture the 
ear drum. Use gentleness and care con- 
tinuing the treatment every three days or 
until no further wax shows on the Q-Tips. 

A pinch of rotenone mixed in with the 
oil is said to be very efficient in killing the 
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mites. Although this has been used with 
success at times, medical progress is 
such that new products improving on 
previous medications are always being 
introduced. The following treatment is an 
instance of this progress. 

One of the best methods of getting rid 
of ear mites that this writer has found is 
through the use of Tyroscabe. This is an 
antibiotic-scabicide solution by Sharp and 
Dohme which is available from your veter- 
inarian or by prescription. It not only loos- 
ens the wax but kills the mites and their 
eggs as well. Dip the “Q-Tips” in this solu- 
tion direct from the bottle and begin the 
task of cleaning out the ears. It is not an 
easy one and because the solution has a 
chilling effect upon the ears, the cat must 
be securely held to prevent movement 
which might cause injury to the delicate 
tissues of the ear. After both ears have 
been thoroughly cleaned it is advisable 
to take some cotton that has been satu- 
rated with the solution and carefully wipe 
around the outside of the ears and also the 
feet of the cat. This will help kill the 
mites than may be there due to the 
scratching of the cat. After the ears are 
dry it is a good policy to insert some 
Pellitol (Applied Laboratories, Inc.) in 
the ears. This is a very soothing ointment 
and will minimize after infections. It 
comes in a small tube with an applicator 
and is very simple to use. Just insert it in 
the ear and squeeze some out. Sort of 
rub the ear a little to help spread the oint- 
ment around. One such treatment is usu- 
ally sufficient but severe cases may re- 
quire another within five days. 

Not only the cat who shows visible 
symptoms, but every cat that you have 
should be treated at the same time. If 
not the others may just re-infect the cat 
all oyer again. At the same time you must 
get busy with soap and water along with 
a good antiseptic and thoroughly go over 
all the cages or surroundings of the cats 
so that any mites that may be hiding will 
be killed off instead of coming back to 
start the trouble all over again. This 


method is a very simple one and is a very

thorough treatment, you will find it to 
be a very big help. 

In my opinion, the following remedies 
should NOT be resorted to and explana- 
tions will be given as to why they are 
harmful. Hydrogen peroxide. Although 
this is considered to be a mild antiseptic 
which finds favor because of its cleaning 
action brought about by its fizzing, it 
should not be used in the cat’s ear be- 
cause the lining of the ear is too sensitive 
for its use. Not only will it frighten the 
cat but will lead to an inflamed condition 
of the membranes. Alcohol and ether are 
two other medications that are too caustic 
for use. Trying to fill the ears with boric 
powder is another mistake. The powder 
will only mix with the wax turning it

into a solid which will plug the ear mak- 
ing it exceedingly difficult to remove. 
Boric acid and water is not advisible be- 
cause water is not good for the ear and 
since boric acid is an extremely weak 
antiseptic it cannot kill the mites. It is 
useless and should not be used. Water is 
harmful to the ears and must not be per- 
mitted to remain in the ear, after bathing 
the cat you should immediately remove the 
soap and water from the ears. 

There are other diseases of the ears 
and one of them is known as acute otitis 
externa. This is caused by irritation due 
to water, soap, powder, oils, dirt, and etc., 
to the skin of the ears. This will permit 
bacteria and other microscopic forms of 
life to invade the canal leading to serious 
trouble. To help this condition you again 
resort to thoroughly cleaning the ears and 
applying the Pellitol. Repeat this until the 
condition has cleared up. If you do not, a 
chronic form of the disease will develop 
and is definitely more difficult to eradi- 
cate. The same procedures must be ef- 
fected but it will take a long, long time to 
clear up. Ulcerated otitis externa (Ear 
canker) is a severe infestation of bacteria 
and must be treated by a good veteri- 
narian. There will be a great deal of pus 
and blood in a condition of this sort. It 
will take expert treatment, and in some 
cases a surgical operation must be per- 
formed to help. If these conditions are 
not properly treated they can penetrate 
into the brain bringing death to the cat. 
All this because you did not take care of 
the ears when it was but a simple matter. 

With the exception of having a different 
appearance, the ear of the cat is very 
similar to the ear of man. It is made up 
of three parts, the external, the middle 
and the inner ear. Sound waves are picked 
up by the external ear which could be 
likened to a horn in reverse. The sound 
is condensed through the canal of the ear 
to the tympani or ear drum as we know it. 
The tympani is the beginning of the mid- 
dle ear in which are located the three 
minute bones whose purpose is to vibrate 
when the sound waves contact the tym- 
pani. These vibrations of the bones are 
transmitted to the inner ear where they

The only time that I have noticed an animal chewing its nails 
was when there was some irritation of the nail or around the 
toe. 1 would doubt if it would be due to a calcium deficiency. If 
she does not do much scratching to wear her claws down to a 
normal length it might help to inspect them periodically and 
clip them a little bit. 


Could you suggest any treatment for a half-grown kitten who 
has had severe dysentery all its life? It doesn’t seem to know 
it is “leaking” but does, all over the floor, most of the time.

She suggests you have as many items as 
possible, such as bedspreads, of the no- 
iron type. Have unbreakable ash trays, or 
if the polishing of these suddenly seems 
slave laborish, switch over to dime store 
ones and the sudden tinkling of one of 
them hitting the floor will not cause your 
blood pressure to rise. 

All dressers and table tops can be cov- 
ered with plate glass to resist the mark- 
ings of little cat feet that make for nice 
poetry but back-breaking toil. 

Curtains of celanese (sunfast, most rea- 
sonable in price, smart looking, and wash- 
able) hold less appeal to climbing kittens 
than do most rough surface materials. 

The cat-lover who has resisted the 
ceramic figurines of these beguilers on 
mantle or what-not shelf is rare. Miss 
Hitchcock does not fit into that category, 
but has solved what might prove to be a 
nervous situation by securing them with 
adhesive tape. They are also much easier 
to dust when fastened down. 

Why not eliminate all this cat-trouble 
at the source? Miss Hitchcock feels she 
would rather fill her life with interesting, 
heart-warming activities than go through 
an existence devoid of bother.
